1. Claims 1, 3-9 and 11-17 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Although Applicant admits that ATM and FR are deployed 
extensively (see page 1 of the instant specification) and that 
existing ATM and FR security mechanisms are tunnel based (see 
page 2 of the instant specification); Applicant's admissions do 
not include utilizing said control messages in a transport mode 
to provide control plane security, wherein the Internet 
communications are chosen from the group consisting of ATM, FR 
and a combination of ATM and FR communications. For this reason, 
claim 1 is allowed. 

Claim 11 is allowed because although Applicant admits that 
the ATM Forum tunnel mode CPS operates at the SAAL layer (see 
page 8 of the instant specification); Applicant's admissions do 
not include that the protocol layers comprise a signaling layer 
and said control plane security module operates at the signaling 
layer . 

While Applicant admits a PNNI and a UNNI (see Figure 10), 
Applicant's admissions do not include the claimed SSM functions. 
Consequently, claim 14 is allowed.
